the body. Dr Moorehead made heroic efforts to resuscitate

di owned boy, working with him for fully an hour and a half, but 
all in vain 
Although he had been in the water only a half hour 


the spark oi life had fled 
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Just what caused the lad to drown could not be determined 
He 


was a fairry good swmmer, although one arm was crippled, and 
his body did not have the appearance oi a victim of ciamps

the other hand, there was noi a single mark on his head or body 
to indicate that he probably struck bottom when he dived and was , 
lendered temporarily helpless
